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IN CANADA. 


THOMSON SEEN BOTH IN TORONTO AND 
MONTREAL. 


The Missing Bank Cashier Spoken to by St. 
Louisians—The Deficit Will Be Made Good 
When the Accounts Are All Investigated— 
The Bank Failure. 


The POST-DISPATCH 1s enabled to give at 
length positive information as to the where- 
abouts of the defaulting cashier, Almon B. 
Thomson, after the Provident Bank crash last 
week. Mr. John D. Gibson, attorney-at-law, 
returned this morning from Canada. He 
is a victim of the collapse to 
a considerable extent. He was returning from 
Quebéc to Montreal, in company with Newland 
Chapman, John Gentiles of Penny & Gentiles, 
and Wm. Haley, ali of this city. The first 
news of the cashier’s flight reached him 
through the newspapers the morning of the 
15th. He reached Montreal on Saturday morn- 
ing, the lith, and repairing to the Balmoral 


the name of the Provident cashier. 

M. J. Brown of the firm of Richard Brown & 
Co., contractors of this city, saw Thomson, 
however, in Montreal after Mr. Gibson and hls 
party had left tor Toronto. He knew 
nothing of the bank collapse or of 
Thomson’s flight at the time and after 
exchanging salutations with Thomson, he 
asked him what he was doing up there and 
where he was going. Thomson replied, with 
asinile: I am just rusticating for a While. I 


got worn down a little.“ He 
appeared lively and light-hearted as 
usual and was evidentiy having a 


pleasant time. He certainly did not impress 
Mr. Brown as a man resting under a cloud, 
and he had no suspicion of Thomson's real 
object in visiting Canada. He manifested no 
sign of care or anxiety. Last Monday morning 
Mr. Brown met Thomson again on the streets of 
Toronto. Mr. Brown had a Canadian gent!- 
man with him at the time and he introduced 
Thomson saying: This gentleman is a cash- 
ler of one of our St. Louis banks. The 
Canadian replied as he took Thomson’s hand 
in a jocose manner; We have 
several of your kind rusticating here.’’ 
The Canadian never supposed for one moment 
that he was hitting home hard, but Thomson 
did not change color for a moment and he 
laughed at the remark as heartily as Mr. 
Brown and his friend. The same 
day a furniture dealer in the South 
End, who is a victim on a deposit account to 
the extent of $5,000, met Thomson on the 
street in Toronto. He was in ignorance of the 
collapse, and exchanged hearty greetings 
withthe gay defaulter. ‘The Gibson party 
reached the conclusion that Thomson saw 
their names on the hotel register at Montreal, 
Lane, not wishing to run against them, sup-

Mr. William Haley, book-keeper for the real 
estate firm of Charles H. Turner & Co., ro- 
turned this morning from his Canadian t ip.

Mr. Haley said that he 
had not seen Thomson, but that Mr. Brown 
had, once at the hotel and once on the steps of 
the Post-oflice. This was on last Saturday. 
Mr. Brown seemed to be the only one in the 
party who had seen the absconder. 

A visitto Mr. Brown’s residence, No. 2016 
Biddle, resuited in information to the effect 
thathe had not yetreturned home and was 
not expected until the latter end of the week. 

NO ADJUSTMENT CONTEMPLATED. 

The talked-of compromise of the Provident 
defalcation as far as the Thomsons’ side of it 
is concerned is as remote as it 
ever was. To-morrow will be the good 
Friday that Judge Jones has led an expectant 
public to look forward to, but if, in its meas- 
ureless possibilities, it holds a finan- 
cial adjustment of the trouble that 
hundreds of poor depositors are sharing 
it will be a sweet surprise to the family of the 
absent money-changer. Mr. Thompson, Sr., 
says that no proposition of any kind has been 
made to him since he was made aware of his 
son’s entanglement. Only once has Mr. Jones 
spoken to him and then the conversation took 
a sympathetic instead ofa business turn. 
The old gentleman says further that he has 
not the remotest idea of his son’s present 
whereabouts. He has been to the home of 
Mrs. Thomson but once since her husband’s 
disappearance and the publication yesterday 
of the Sheriff’s notice to sell the household 
goods on August 17, is all he knows of that. 
Judge Jones, when seen by the reporter, said 
that he still hoped to-morrow’s 
developments would enable him to 
ive some welcome information. He 
eclined to state the character of the 
developments that he expected, but said he 
would @ive the fullest information to-juorrow 
if his plans matured. If not, he saw no reason 
for delaying results longer than the first of 
next week. 

Col. Tom Radburn, who has the inmost con- 
fidence of the majority of the directors, and 
has advised with the receiver, was seen at the 
Lindell this morning. The Colonel said: The 
truth of the matter is that no 
ursuit of Thomson has been made. 
No bring him back would accomplish 
nothing now but his incarceration, and might 
do much harm. His shortage is about $68,000. 
Perhaps $50,000 of this is his defaicution; the 
rest is debt. When the receiver has finished 
his examination of the books and can state 
positively the amou it of tbe defaication 
there is but little doubt that his brotber John 
and his father will make good. I have talked 
with them both and that is undoubtedly their 
desire. I happen to know that 8. H. Laflin 
has offered to stand by them with some ready 
money incase they need it for the settie- 
ment. 
Judge Lubke ted an order this afternoon 
in the matter ofthe Provident Bank at the 
petition of Geo. W. Sanders. A note was 
given tothe bank by Mr. Sanders for $5,000, 
secured by sixty shares of 
the St. Louis Tarpaulin Company. / A draft 
for $2,500 was disnonored in New York and My. 
Sanders had a balance of $613.55 on deposit at 
the Provident. He offered to close out the 
note transaction on condition that the draft in 
New York was paid and bis note and security 
returned to him. credit being given for his bal- 
anve. The Court granted the order accord- 


ingly.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Illinois Central's Iowa Branch—Tariff 
of Rates. 


CHICAGO, July 22.—The statement is made 
to-day that the Illinois Central Company has 
decided to build a line from Chicago to Free- 
port, III., and will begin a survey within two 
weeks. At the latter point it will connect 
with a Dubuque line and give a direct 
line to the roads teased and controlled by it 
in Northern Iowa. It has also placed a corps 
of engineers in the field to map out the best 
route from Freeport to St. Paul and Lake Su- 


perior country. Officials of the compan claim 
that both lines will be completed by the end 
of next summer. 

A TARIFF OF RATES.

A SENSATIONAL SCENE DURING ARGUMENT 


IN THE CRAWFORD-DILKE CASE. 


The Petitioner’s Attorney Scores Sir Charles 
Dilke Unmercifully—Forming the New 
Cabinet—T. P. O’Connor on the Future 
Prospects of Home Rule—Irish Grati- 
tude—Foreign News. 


LONDON, July 22.—Capt. Foster, being sworn 
as a witness in the Crawford divorce case to- 
day, admitted that he had been guilty of 
adultry with Mrs. Crawford. He said Mrs. 
Rogerson encouraged his relationship with 
Mrs. Crawford. Once he took Mrs. Crawford 
to a brothel. 
Sir Charles -Dilke aud called him a 
liar, ascoundrel and a coward, because he 
had secretly attempted to sever the relation- 
ship between Mrs. Crawford and witness. He 
also attempted to thrash Sir Charles, but de- 
sisted at Mrs. Rogerson’s entreaty. Mrs. 
Rogerson was called. She denied the state- 
ments just made by Capt. Foster. 

Mr. Matthews then addressed the jury on 
behalf of the petitioner, Mr. Crawford, whom 
the lawyer described as ‘‘the only one who

ANGLO-AMERICAN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

The directors of the Anglo-Americau Tele- 
graph Company have issued a report to the 
share-holders which contain the following: 
The reduction of the tariff from 2 shillings to 1 
shilling 8 pence per word, introduced by the 
Commercial Cable Company on December 24, 
1884, resulted in a large decrease in the — 
revenue produced by the Atlantic Cable 
true. evertheless, it was determined by 
the Associated Cable compauies to give the 
reduced tariff a fair trial in order to avoid a 
war of rates and to determine as early as pos- 
sible whether the reduction would result in 
any remunerative increase of traffic. After 
more than a year's trial it was found that the 
very contrary was the case, and as the rival 
company resorted to means to obtain a greater 
share of the traffle than the possession of two 
cables fairly entitled them to, the directors of 
the associated companies came to the conclu- 
sion that it was necessary, in the interests of 
their proprietors, to adopt a low rate. Accord- 
ingly, an the 5th of May, 1886, the rate was 
reduced by the associated cable companies to 
6 pence per word, and by special arrange- 
ment with the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, of America, this tariff was made to ex- 
tend to all the principal cities and towns in 
the United States and Canada. For press 
news a special rate of 3 pence per word 
between London and New York was also 
adopted. On the same date the tariff of the 
Mackay-Bennett cables was reduced to 1 
shilling per word. Theeffect of this impor- 
tant reduction of rates by the associated com- 
panies has been avery considerable augmen- 
tation of the traffic, much larger, indeed, than 
was anticipated as a first result, amounting to 
over 110 per cent, and although the total re- 
ceipts have been greatly decreased, the com- 
pany is earning sufficientto pay its working 
expenses and to place such a sum to the credit 
of the renewal fund up to £1,000,000, the limit 
fixed by the proprietors at the last half-yearly 
meeting. The unexpected increase in the vol- 
ume of trafiic immediately upon the 
introduction of the 6-penny tariff 
has induced the directors to consider the ex- 
pediency of adopting permanently a system of 
low rates. The associated companies possess 
between them no less than eight cables acro 
the Atlantic, having a carfying capacity which 
for practical purposes is unlimited. With 
such extensive system it is —— their in- 
terest to encourage a very large traffic at low 
rates, and by so doing preventafurther mul- 
tiplication of unnecessary cables. By the re- 
cent reduction of cable, customers and the pub- 
lic have the opportunity of answering the 
ee upon which the tuture rate between 

urope and America will have to be 
decided, namely, whether there is sufficient 
inherent development inthe cable traffic to 
and from America to warrant a low charge 
being permanently established. If there be 
such development and the public respond to 
the desire of the associated companies to con- 
tinue working at low rates, it will be to the in- 
terest of the companies to do so, as they only 
desire to earn a reasonable return upon the 
capital invested and prevent further wasteful 
competition. The directors would remind the 
proprietors that the company bas now been in 
existence for over twenty years, and tbat, 
although high rates were in the 
first years of the undertaking an absolute 
necessity and were not at the time objected to 
by any important class of the community, it 
has since been found that whenever adopted 
the result was continuous competition, useless 
multiplication of cables, and loss of money to 
allthe companies interested. The directors 
believe that sooner or later a low tariff will be 
a necessity and that by taking time by the 
forelock’’ and making an earnest effort now 
to establish it, they will secure the cordial 
approval and co-operation of their customers 
and the public, without which so important a 
step could never be successfully adopted.

A Live Newspaper. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

The St. Louis PostDISPATCH some time 
since published an account of a disgraceful 
drunken frolic participated in by members 
of the Municipal House of Delegates of that 
city. The local statesmen, by way 
of getting even, refused to aliow the 
reporters of the PoOS8T-DISPATCH access to 
the Delegate Chamber. That journal retorted 
by charying certain of the wembers with hold- 
ing seats for which they were disqualified by 
law, and certain others with 1 oben 
blackmail. This resulted in an  investi- 
gation by the Grand-jury and the finding 
of indictments against five members for 
drunkenness and and against three others 
for levying blackmail. The charge of 
taking the oath of office by members who 
were legally disqualified was sustained, but 
the offense having been committed more than 
a year ago, prosecutions were debarred by 
the statute of limitations. What makes 
this action of the Grand-jury particu- 
larly uncomfortabte for a lot of the 
Delegates is the fact that the statutes of 
Missouri contain a section declaring drunken- 
ness in office a misdemeanor punishabie by six 
months’ imprisonment and forfeiture of offi- 
cial position. The punishment for blackmail 
is imprisonment for not less than two years 
or more than five. It is claimed that 
the charge of drunkenness can be abund- 
antly verified if the Circuit Attorney is at all 
in earnest in pushing the vases, and that in all 
probability that gf blackmail will be fully 
made out. The moral of this little episode 
seems to be that a live newspaper is more et- 
fective in compelling official rectitude and 
decency than all other agencies combined.

citizens who were in charge of the defunct 
bank, and whose standing in the community, 
they may think, should shield them from such 
criticism in this affair. 

Distasteful as so plain a tale ofreprehensible 
eonduct may be to those whose actions are 
under criticism, the depositors are entitled to 
be fully informed and the features of the fail- 
ure are herewith presented. 

The facts and statements have not been 
given to the public; they have been extracted 
piecemeal. Nothing is presumed; nothing de- 
ducted. The case is the reluctantly admitted 
evidence of the bank officers. On Monday, 
12th inst., it was discovered that Almon B. 
Tomson, the cashier, had absconded with 
$15,000 of the reserve fund ofthe bank. An in- 
vestigation concluded at 2 o’clock Tuesday 
morning showed that the absconding cashier 
had stolen $20,000 in 1883 ana carried it con- 
cealed in the exchange maturing account; 
$4,000 had been obtained ona genuine certificate 
of fifty shares of the Provident Bank stock, a 
forged certificate being left in its stead; $8,500 


was obtained as a loan on a certificate of stock 
inthe Crystal Plate Glass Company, which 
had been fraudulently raised from one to 100 


shares. At worst, the deficits discovered 
amounted to $44,554. This was partially pro- 
tected by Thomson's gilt-edge bond for $30,- 


000, and so it occurred that fourteen days after 
declaring a dividend of 8 per cent and trans- 
ferring $21,000 surplus earnings to the profit 
and loss account, the discovery of a shortage, 
which on investigation proved to be only S814, 
554, the bank closed its doors, by the advice of 
its present receiver. \ 

Such are the facts—a highly unsatisfactory 
array—presented at the time of the failure. 
What was subsequently developed was by the 
efforts of the newspapers, and is a much 
more reasonable explanation of how the bank 
reached its present straits. A long time ago 
Mr. J. W. 8. Garland, the President of the 
bank, succumbed tothe worry caused by bad 
investments. This fact only gained publicity 
after Cashier Thumson’s defalcation had been 
given out asthe cause of the failure. How 
far the losses which unsettied President Gar- 
land were retrieved, or what they definitely 
amounted to, has never been stated. Almon 
B. Tnomson, the cashier, was entruated with 
the discharge of many of the duties 
of the office of President, The re- 
mainder devolved on Vice-Presidefit 
Thomas H. Swain. Almon Thomson s 
henesty was never suspected, though he had 
stolen $20,000 in 18883, and made fraudulent en- 
tries on the maturing exchange account, 
which, to use the taie-telling words of hisown 
letter“ till show instantly on examination.’’ 

His life had been a double role—the suave 
and respected church member and cashier of 
Provident Savings Bank, and the roistering 
„ Prince Hal, whose liberality in the indul- 
gence ofrefined viciousness made him noto- 
rious among thedemi-monde. With this lat- 
ter character the bank OMcers were ape 
unacquainted. How much it had to do wit 
the bringing about of the present condition of 
things is consequently of no bearing here. 
But he was not alone the polite, salaried 
cashier, devoting his best efforts to the bank 
for a salary of A. 000 a year. He maintained 
another relation to the Board of Directors. He 
was a borrower, interested in several concerns 
of doubtful futures, and for the furtherance 
of which interests be had borrowed $23,500 
from the bank. His note and the stock cer- 
tificates of these concerns had been accepted 
and carried among the assets of the bank. 
The fraudulent Thiel note for $2,000; the em- 
bezzlement of the Art School subscriptions 
amounting to 425and the commandery sub- 
scription of $554 and the allowance ofa small 
overdraft to a personal friend, W. H. Howe, 
complete the list of the cashiers secret sins 
against the bank. Itis true, as is claimed, 
that they were the cause ofthe suspension— 
but only the last-straw cause. 

His was not the only reprehensible conduct. 
It now develops that the Provident Bank, 
with a capital of only $200,000, had loaned 
$150,000 to the Anchor Milling Company in 
direct violation of section 916 of the revised 
statutes, which make it uniawful to lend 
over 25 percent of the capital stock under 
such circumstances. In defense of this 
it has been stated that the loans were made at 
different times and latterly only to insure the 
return of the first advances. This plea of 
jack-pot financeering must be really con- 
soling to the depositors. Italso develops that 
loans had been made to the law book house of 
Frank Thomas, which failed, to Publisher 
Byrnes, to Henry B. Pettis and to Raymond 
Gregg, for which law books, plates, a picture 
stock and diamonds had to be accepted by the 
bank. Such a banki business is not 
sanctioned by any other institution in the city 
and is much nearer to pawn-broking than to 
banking. None of this was the secret work of

On the first of the present month the semi- 
annual statement of the bank was made for 
the six months ending June 30. Then 
the assets were nearly $200,000 in excess 
ot the liabilities and a dividend of 
8 per cent wus declared on the 2,000 shares of 
stock. Besides this asurplus of $21,000 of the 
earnings was transferred to the profit and 
loss accounts.

pens to strike him. In San Francisco, for in- 
stance, where he belongs, and where he has 
made and lost fortunes in all sorts of crooked 
and devious ways, Twak disports himself in 
psrisian trousers in the day time and dons 
Mongolian sacks at night.

OPIUM SMUGGLING. 
He has been at it since 1870, being now 89, and 
has cleared upward of $250,000, a good partof 
which, however, has been lost again in gam- 
bling. Twak is now worth about 580, 000. 
‘‘When I came from China, said Twak 
Ming, twenty years ago, I was amused to 
see a couple of midshipmen tugging at a 
rotten log of wood, which they dumped 
overboard a short distance out from 
land in San Francisco bay. It 
floated in the water and presently 
two white men and a Chinaman came along in 
u row boat and picked it up. I followed up 
the elew and found that the log, which bad 
dern hollowed out and sealed, contained ten 
pounds of contraband opium.

There is 
no business in which a man can make so 
much money, because opium free of duty 
is worth its weight in gold. An abie 
smuggler can make thousands in a month, 
but, of course, he must be constantly devising 
new shifts and can scarcely repeat the ex- 
pedient twice. In that respect, at least, it is 
A TRYING BUSINESS, 
and requires as much nerve and ingenuity 
as steck gambling. Ihave known Chinamen 
to fill the soles of their wooden shoes with the 
drug and it is a common thing to have opium 
sewel up in the clothes on their backs. Phy. 
sinuggiers go to the extreme of boring holes 
‘intle floor of the ship and filling them with 
opitm. Once I did that myself, but it 
was impossible to get it ashore, owing 
to the way we were watched, and 
it was carried back and forth to China three 
trips before we could get at it.

SMALL BLAZES.

THE MERCHANTS’ ELEVATOR. 


Work Commenced on the Large Improve- 
ments Contemplatea. 


The Merchants’ Elevator Company have 
commenced driving piles for their new eleva- 
tor to be erected on the river’s edge, just op- 
posite to their present elevator. Work will be 
pushed rapidly on the new structure and it 
will be completed and ready for the reception 
of grain by the middle of October at the farth- 
est. It will have a net capacity of 500,000 
bushels and the shipping lines will extend 
over the water, „ enabling them to 
load and unload grain from barges 
directly. in addition to their pre- 
tent elevator and the building being 
erected the company have leased the Nedder- 
hut Elevatoron the Iron Mountain track at 
Main, near Plom street, and the Collier Lead 
Company Elevator on Sixteenth street and 
Clark avenue. The Nedderhut Elevator gives 
them aconnection with the Iron Moantain 
Road, and attne Collier Elevator they have 
direct communicatfon with the Union Depot 
Company and the Missouri Pacific and all 
roads running into the depot. The net capac- 
ity of tre four elevators will be fully 1,700,000 
bushels, which is as great as any company in 
the city.

ALBANY’S B1-CENTENNIAL. 


President Cleveland Tendered a Grand 
Ovation—A General Holiday. 
ALBANY, N. Y., July 22.—Albany people 
have given themselves up, body and soul, to- 
day, to the task of celebrating the ineorpora- 
tion of their city by Gov. Thomas Dougan 
just 200 years ago. The uproar that broke 
lossa h midnight when the bells announced 
the arrival ot the anniversary continued until 
daylight. Men, boys and even women went 
up and down the principal streets blowing 
horns and singing until morning came, Men 


and boys organized themselves into marchin 
bands and went from one part — 
the city to another blowing two or three 
horns together and stopping before hotels and 
private residences and giving impromptu 
seranades. Smull cannon kept up their salutes 
and bonfire’s lighted up the principal streets, 
and thre red fires glow was reflected from the 
skies above until they paled in the gray 
approaching morning. All the noise and 
enthusiasm that Albany may have had pent ap 
within herself for the last two centuries 
seemed to have suddenly found vent. Thou- 
sands of persons remained up through 
the Right and were as read and 
eager to in start or to-day’s celebration 
as though they had enjoyed the most re- 
freshing sleep. The arrival of President 
Cleveland was the firat important event of the 
day. The time fixed for his coming was 6 a. 
m. Before that hour the Burgesses Corps, 
under command of Maj.

A. & T.—Railroad Notes. 


The stockholders of the St. Louis, Arkansas

mortgage bonds to the amount of $4,000 
per mile, for the purpose of widening 
the gauge and remodeling the rollin 
stock so as to conform to the standar 

auge. This amount is not in addition to the 

3,000 per mile voted some time since. It is 
the remaining portion of it. The amount of 
$9,000 per mile has partially been and is being 
expended in the purchase of the road and 
paying off the obligations of the court and 
receivership, The first mortgage wilt now 
amount to $13,000 per wile in the total, and the 
amount to be used of the $4,000 portion will 


foot up just $2,950,000, all of which 
goes into the road bed, motive 
power and rolling-stock. After the 


stockholders had adjourned the Board of Di- 
rectors met to receive the report of President 
S. W. Fordyce of the stockholders’ meeting. 
The work of widening the gauge and getting 
ready for the change has been in progress 
quite a while, and over five hundred miles are 
ready to push the rails apart. Over eleven 
hundred cars have been contracted forand the 
necessary changes to locomotives are being 
made as fast as possible. 

The spirit of improving rolling stock is in- 
vading the older and more established roads 
and everything indicates a busy railroad sea- 
son for the next year or year anda half. Col. 
Joseph Hill, general manager of the Vandalia, 
has just given an order the Indianapolis 
Car Works for 800 box oars. Several other 
roads are about to request bids for engines 
and rolling stock.

ALLEY’S AL.LEGATIONS. 


Harry E. Faushaw’s Suit for Slander Against 
a Volitician and Capitalist. 


By Telegrapb to the Post-DIsPraTcaH. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Harry E. Fanshaw 
will bring suit to-day for $50,000 damages 
against John B. Alley for libel and slander. 
Both parties to the suit are weil known and 
have figured prominently of late in various 
speculations and financial transactions. Mr. 
Fanshaw bases his suit upon certain remarks 
and reflections upon his character, which he 


declares Mr. Alley made to friends of the 
former, and which have injured him both 
in business aud social circles... Besides 
this he ulleges that he has suffered in business 
transactions with Mr. Alley. Mr. Fanshaw is 
the son ofa retired and wealthy dry goods 
merchant and is well known in society. Quite 
recently he was a prominent member of the 
Stock and Produce Exchange, and by a series 
of fortunate speculations in mining stocks ac- 
cumulated a good deal of property. With this 
money he started the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany and secured Mr. Alley as an interested 
member. About a year ago Mr. Fanshaw 
withdrew from the company, having 
lost nearly all his property, and a short time 
afterward Mr. Ailey left it, but considerably 
richer by his trunsactions. Mr. Fanshuw 
closed his office in this city and resigned from 
the Union League Club, of which he was a 
member, and is now living at Brick Church, 
N.J. Mr. John B. Alley has been beiore the 
public for a number of years as 
A POLITICIAN AND A WEALTHY CAPITALIST. 

Some years ago he wasa Congressman from 


his home at Lynn, Mass. While in 
Washington he became acquainted 
with Stephen W. Dorsey. He figured 


in the Credit Mobilier investigation aud isa 
large stockholder in the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. During the star route trials Alley 
came again to the surface and bought an in- 
terest in Dorsey's cattle ranche in Texas, 
which he now owns. Since then he has been 
more or less of a politician, and is said to 
have accumulated some $15,000,000 from spec- 
ulations in railroad, telexraph and mining 
stocks. To the Post-DISPATCH correspondent 

r. Fanshaw said: 1 have“ begun suit 
Mr. Alley to vindicate myself 
reason, but more in 
order to punish him, I have 
heard from all quarters and on all hands of his 


making insinuations against me and of saying 
such things as that I couid not be trifsted, and 
that my word was of no value Iwas the 


means of getting him into the Postai Tele- 
graph Company, where he made a great deal 
of money while I lostaconsiderabie sum. It 
so happened that I was, unfortunately, in 
possession of certain facts about this time 
that compelled me to bea witnessina suit 
against him. He requested me not to 
testify avainst him and afterward warned 
me not to go on the stand or 
he would impeach me. 1 was 
summoned to court and gave my testimony, 
however, and he then said that he would not 
believe me under oath. He not only said this 
to me, but I can show he said the same to 
many of my friends. After the thing had gone 
on some time 1 wrote Mr. Alley a letter asking 
him to retract these statements, or stand the 
consequences of a suit for slander. He re- 
plied that if I saw fit I might go to his counsel 
and he would do what was right. Of course 1 
was not looking forany such settlement. and at 
once took steps to bring the suit. I have so 
informed him and told him that whatever I 
got out of it would go to some charity. I do 
not care for the money and it’s of little con- 
sequence how much he may have to pay save 
as to the punishment,which I feel he deserves. 
If Jonly get 6 cents it is sufficient to vindi- 
cate me, d show that Mr. Alley is wrong. 
My counselinforms me that I have a good case 
and I see no reason why I should not recover a 
good part of the 350,000. 

Mr. Fanshaw and lawyer refused to talk 
about the case. Hesaidthe papers had not 
yet been served on Mr. Alley and he did not 
wish to discuss the matter. Mr. Alley is now 
in Massachusetts.

THE BUTTER TRADE PLEASED WITH THE 
OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


Ample Protection Assured the Dairy In- 
terests—Imitations of Butter to Be Sold 
as Such—What the Butter Men of the 
East Have to Say. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

NEw YorK, July 22.—The passage of the 
oleomargarine bill by the Senate has caused 
much rejoicing among the butter dealers of 
New York. There is a general feeling that if 
the Senate had followed the example of the 
House, and made the tax 5 cents per pound 
instead of 2, the dairy interests would have 
been better served. Still the amendment is 
accepted in good spirit and the hope is ex- 
pressed that the difference between the House 
and the Senate in this measure will be easily 
adjusted. The Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
interviewed some representative butter deal- 
ers on the subject yesterday. George W. 
Martin, of George W. Martin & Bros., 170 
Chamber street, who was chairman 
of the committee sent by the 
exchange to Washington in the interest of the 
dairy business, said: ‘‘The butter trade feel 
that the bill is a good thing and all are glad of 
its passage. Iam satisfied with the bill just as 
it stands. The 2-cent tax will do, as the 
principal object of the bill is the restriction of 
the sale of oleomargarine to its proper chan- 
nel. Heretofore it has been 

SOLD FOR GENUINE BUTTER. 

This bill says it must be sold for what it is— 
oleomargurine. The provisions of the bill 
compel dealers in it to sell it under its 
own name and as long as it is 
sold in this way we do not care, 


as itcan do us no harm, whereas it has done 
great harm while sold us butter. When I went 
before the Senate Committee I made the same 
statements which lam now making to you. I 
told them great and overwhelming damage 
had been done the butter export trade by 
oleomargarine, and that it was doing the 
dairy interests of the country an almost irrep- 
arable injury; that the dairy interests would 
go to the wall unless the oleomargarine decep- 
tion could be entirely unmasked and the 
article honestly sold on its merits. 1 
ave them an idea of our export trade 
n New York butter by telling them that the 
buyers of the United Association of Canada, 
who annually purchased 20,000,000 pounds of 
butter in this market, had not purchased any 
American butter for the past year, because 
they were . 
AFRAID OF GETTING OLEOMARGARINDE. 
They got this scare from a statement made by 
Phil Armour’s man in Chicago, who said he 
was selling large quantities of oil to our 
creameries. The butter product of this coun- 
try amounts to more than the wheat cropand, 
in my opinion, so important an industry 
sbould receive the fullest and best protection 
from the government it helps to enrich.’’ 
Clark Balcom, representing Balcom & Co., 
of Fulton Market, who do a large steamship 
trade and whose conspicuous slen Genuine 
Butter Only’’ is a full interpretation of their 
firm stand on this question, said: ‘‘I am glad 
there is a possibility that the conglomerate, 
hotch potch stuff called oleomargarine and 
butterine is at last being pulled down to its 
proper level. Itisallnonsense and humbug 
to say that people can’t tell oleomargarine 
from genuine butter. Idon’t believe there is 
man or woman, or a child, either, 
over6é years of age, who couldn't tell it at 
once in its natural, unadulterated and un- 
mixed condition, but here is the fraud—the 
deception they practice. They mix genuine 
butter with it, using one-half to three-quar- 
ters butterand the rest oleomargarine, and 
putting forward this compound as the genuine 
article, they 
EASILY DECEIVE THE PUBLIC. 
There is not a pound of it sold as oleomarga- 
rine, because nobody wants oleomargarine. I 
have never hada single customer come to 

s and ask for oleomargarine, and 
although a great deal of oleomargarine 
has been sold in Fulton market, lam willing 
to wager that never one single person who 
bought it knew he was buying oleomargarine. 
He has always been deceived into buying it 
for butter. Taking everything into consid- 
eration, I think this legisiation was much 
needed. One thing about oleomargarine is 
that it can deceive people only on the table. 
If used for cooking. the melting process im- 
mediately gives it away, so that it cannot 
compete with dairy butter at any price for 
this purpose. 
Mr. Halsey, another butter dealer and an ex- 
tensive shipper to the South, said: ‘‘I would 
sooner have had the ö-cent tax, but 2 cents 
is better than nothing, as it will stop the harm 
which the dairy interests were suffering from 
oleomargarine. Already its fraudulent sale as 
genuine butter has injured our duiry interests 
to the extent of 

MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 

I see that the strongest opposition to the bill 
in the Senate came from the Southern States, 
but I am not surprised, as the South 
has not the dairy interests at heart, and 
never had. Missouri is claimed as a Southern 
State, but a Missouri Congressman,Mr.Hatch, 
was the champion of the cause in the House. 
This is plain enough when you are told that 
there are strong dairy interests in Missouri. 
There — gone impression throughout the 
wholesale butter trade that President Cleve- 
land will be only too ny to save the dairy in- 
terests by signing this bill. When he was 
Governor of this State he signed quite as 
stringent a bill in the interest of dairymen, 
and I don't see how he can, without being 
glaringly inconsistent, refuse to do 
an act 0 ce to a suffering 
industry. Ifthe bill does not become a law, 
from one-third to one-half the creameries of 
the West will be compelled to close their 
doors, and a large number of ers who are 
in the creamery business will be sold out at 
Sheriff's sale, as they can’t make expenses 
and fight this oleomargarine. While the dil 
is not as stringent as the dai en wouldlike, 
still it will be quite effective if it compels oleo- 
margarine sellers to sell it on an honest busi- 
ness basis, which is all that we desire, as we 
are not afraid to meet it on that basis.’’
